Meeting The Competition From Abroad 

Countries all over the world some of which have never had any industry to 
speak of are straining to build up their productive capacity. Not only Soviet 
Russia, which brags of its intention to “bury” the United States economically 
if not otherwise, but most of the Western European nations have built up their 
production to the point where they are looking for (and finding) markets beyond 
their own borders. 

To put it briefly, competition has once again become world-wide. The edge 
we had on the rest of the world for a long time after World War II is getting 
smaller. The inflow of the small foreign cars is the most obvious example, but 
by no means the only one. 

Is the United States in danger of losing its industrial leadership, its ability 
to outproduce the rest of the world? Hardly. But the ability to produce a 
great volume of goods is not the whole story. 

Goods have to be sold at competitive prices. That means that when Ameri¬ 
can production costs grow bigger, the prices of the products must go higher— 
too high, perhaps, to compete with products made abroad. 

The key to the situation is not production alone but “productivity \ Pro¬ 
ductivity is the measure of the efficiency of production, as miles-per-gallon rep¬ 
resents the efficiency of your automobile engine. 

American industry’s lead in productivity is the reason why American workers 
have"been able to earn considerably more than workers in other countries. It 
has come about mostly because of huge investment in new machines and meth¬ 
ods. However, there is nothing to prevent foreign nations from adopting 
American methods, using similar machines, and investing in new and better 
equipment. 

And that is just what they have done. 

Take the fact that many nations abroad have done pretty well in catching up 
with American production methods, and the fact that their wage scales are 
much lower, and you have the reason why foreign manufacturers can cut into 
our domestic markets and cause the loss of American jobs. 

But the United .States has met and beaten competition before. We can do 
so again. However, it is necessary not only to have the most productive mach¬ 
ines and methods, but to use them most efficiently. For every man-hour used 
effectively is a contribution to better productivity; every man-hour that is not 
properly utilized is merely a cost. 


PeterSpragueComments 
On Recent Trip To 
Communist Countries 

“Fear is still 
the best weapon 
in the arsenal of 
Comm uni sin." 
This is the ob¬ 
servation made 
by Peter Sprague, 
son of Company 
President Julian 
K Sprague, after 
recent trips inside Russia and to sev¬ 
eral satellite countries this past 
summer. I he observation appeared 
in an article written by Sprague cov¬ 
ering several weeks in communist 
governed countries. 

Sprague, who accompanied Vice- 
President Nixon as a United Press 
photographer expanded this observa¬ 
tion by saying that. “In the satellite 
countries fear of the State is used to 
prevent revolt and to destroy the in¬ 
dividual. In the Soviet Union, fear 
of the United States is used to speed 
industrial progress and to keep popu¬ 
lar support behind the huge military 
machine that is presumably in exist¬ 
ence to protect the Russian people. 
In foreign affairs fear is a weapon of 
Communist diplomacy. The fearful 
power of the Soviet Union is used to 
force the other nations in the world to 
accede to the “peaceful” demands of 
the Communist. Fear is used to 
destroy nations, as well as indi¬ 
viduals.” 

Remarking on the situation in the 
satellite country of Czechoslovakia, 
where Sprague visited this summer, he 
said that. “The power of fear as a des¬ 
tructive force is clearly evident in 
Czechoslovakia for fear pervades 
every aspect of Czech life.” This 
force is so strong and so evident that 
Sprague charged that “Fear has 
destroyed Czechoslovakia as a nation 
and as a people.” 

As evidence of this destruction and 
fear, he pointed out cases of wire 
tapping, mistrust, political imprison¬ 
ment, rewritten history’ textbooks 
and encyclopedias, adoption of Rus¬ 
sian as the major foreign language, 
and loss of personal property to the 
stale. 

Turning to the other satellites he 
said that the situation is paralleled in 
one form or another and that the 
individual and his freedom are being 
crushed by the monolithic brutality 
of the Communist State. The only 
hope for the satellites is to somehow 
preserve their faith and their optim¬ 
ism in the future. Each individual 
must maintain his individuality and 
his will to resist.

Asking why we do not live in peace, 
Sprague stated that “We cannot live 
in peace today because the govern¬ 
ments of the two chief powers have 
conflicting definitions of peace. To 
the United States, peace means a 
world without wars in which the 
status quo remains relatively constant. 
Idealistically it means that all the 
peoples of the world should live in 
freedom without oppression or fear. 
To Russia peace means that the 
aggressive development of Commun¬ 
ism should not be impeded. Peace 
is a diplomatic and prop; ganda tool 
for the Russians. In actuality any 
interference with or resistance to 
Russian policy is a threat to peace.” 

As evidence he pointed out that the 
threat to peace during the Hungarian 
revolution was not the Russian op¬ 
pression of the Hungarian people, it 
was instead the possibility that the 
United Nations might take action in 
the matter. In Korea the threat to 
peace was not the aggression of the 
Chinese and North Koreans using 
Russian equipment. The United 
Nations force that was resisting the 
aggression was actually the threat to 
peace. In Laos and India today re¬ 
sistance to Chinese aggression is. in 
the words of the Communists, a pos¬ 
sible threat to world peace. 

Concluding his remarks he offered 
two alternatives facing the free world. 
One being that we can. because of our 
fear of an all out nuclear war. steadily 
acquiesce to the Russian demands 
until predictions of Communist dom¬ 
ination become re ditv. 'The other 
alternative is that we return to a 
position of strength and morality. 
We must do more than decide what 
we are against. We must re-est .blish 
what we are for. We must decide 
whether we really do believe in the 
rights of all peoples to be free. 

If we are really interested in the 
captive nations, we must show them 
that we have faith in our ideals, that 
we believe in the rights of the in¬ 
dividual even if the individual is weak. 
We let them down at Yalta, in Hung¬ 
ary and now they are beginning to be 
afraid that we let them down in Berlin. 
In countries like Czechosolovakia 
they must be able to preserve their 
faith in the United States for we are 
their only hope for the future. We 
must be able to give them an ideal¬ 
istic alternate to their economic and 
social void of Communism. 

He ended with the ominous forecast 
that “Without faith in a set of clear 
and unequivocal ideals we can only 
stagger our way towards eventual de¬ 
feat. Without strength and deter¬ 
mination. we as a nation will cease to 
exist.”
